Odessa, Minn., Dec. 18.— Twelve 
are deed and nearly a sooro more 
or leee seriouily lnju'-«d as the 
result of a silk train* on the Cblcago, 
Milwaukee A St. Paul railroad, 
which waa running as section No. 2 
ot the "Colombian flyer," crashed 
Into the rear sleeper of the flyer at 
the station here early today. The 
engine of the bIIk epecial 
ploughed for five into the sleeper, 
but the greater loss of life was in 
the front end of the sleeper, which 
wae telesCbped by the dining oar 
ju4t ahead. 

Althou'l) both the diner and 
hleeper w€re of eteel, the former 
Hheared the upper poition of the 
sleeper from ttie floor as if it had 
been cardboard.

PBBDIOT WAR WjTH EVSKA 

Senater Hsybera of Idaho and Gm. 
Marni of VirgMa TMnk tt UMr 

PhlladHlp.iia, Pn., Dec 19— That 
thf^ action of the United States ia 
abrogHtlon the Russian treaty ol 
1882 today may precipitate a war 
with that county, was declared bj 
bom Unlt*«d States Senator Hey- 
burii of Idaho, and Governor Mana 
of Virginia, la speecbea at thaea- 
oual dinner of the New Jersey eool- 
ety ot Pennsylvania here tonight. 

Senator Heyburn said that where 
the cause was just he stood ready to 
follow tbe American passport Inta 
any foreign land with "our conatita- 
tlon, our flag and a cannon." Ho 
declared, however, that no person 
should be permitted to enter thie 
country and be naturalized for tha 
purpose of making u«e of a passport 
abroad. 

Governor Mann expressed bis tie- 
lief thikt the signs of th6 timea 
point to a etruggle with Russia in 
the near fniu<-e and he stirred the 
audience bv annouaoing that if puoh 
conditions ever came to pass lie him- 
self would be ready and willing to 
go nut at the head of a regiment of 
Virginia soldiers. 

' Whether it' be President Taft or 
some other president, prehaps a aoa 
of New Jereey," said OoTernar 
Mann, ''hie call will be responded 
to by Virginia, and I can state every 
state la . tbe south, ^f oeceeear;y I 
will go to tbo front and will alisei 

send my son. I sav this merely to 
show the patriotisnn of the South 
and to prove that sectionaliem (1 e 
thing of tbe dead past.." , .
